The meaning of 
graduation is unique to all of us, but tonight I have the privilege of sharing my in- 
terpretation with you. Why do we have such ceremonies as this? I maintain it is to 
remind us of the things we already know, and recall the people we are becoming. 

An education, like civilization and maturation, is developed through a truly evolu- 
tionary process, built up piece on top piece through out the course of our entire lives. 
Each piece is crucial to the stability of the whole structure, but in the long run, tiny. 
High school graduation is one such minute, important brick, and we must recognize 
it in that context. It is shortsighted to portray graduation as the apex of our achieve- 
ment, because I believe it then detracts from the potential I see in every one of my 
classmates to take up other challenges of greater scope, and perhaps greater meaning. 

Our schooling has been, of course, more than books and facts and job prospects. 
It is a means to an end, in fact, and infinite number of ends. It has been about begin- 
ning the search for who we are, and where our place in the world is. It has helped 
to forge confidence in ourselves and in the areas we study, and by so doing, we are 
becoming independent thinkers, free from the cloistering conformity of popular 
thought which indeed involves no thought at all. Education, by teaching us to think 
critically, allows us to define ourselves as individuals. Ultimately, we find and choose 
our own paths; we make our own decisions and moral judgements. Thus, education 
can free us and empower us, and graduation is the signal that society now expects 
us to exercise this freedom and power wisely. 

Our achievement has not been in successfully escaping the hallways of high school; 
our accomplishment has been in earning the confidence of society to allow us to be- 
come the leaders and the decision-makers. Because society is willing to let free thinkers 
lead, and because we are among the freshest crop, we must all be eager to become 
Henley’s ‘‘masters’’ and ‘‘captions’’ and take control of our own lives and the future 
of the world we will inherit. Yes, there is and obligation placed on us because we’ve 
been given power. People who can think must also be moral. It is up to us to take 
action, speak out against injustice when we discover it, correct old errors, and create 
another ‘‘thinking’’ generation. It’s possible for us to clean up the polluted environ- 
ment, eliminate government corruption, right economic and social inequalities, the 
entire gamut of problems, and we must address these issues because if we do not, 
we neglect our responsibility and we mock our empowerment with cynicism. We don’t 
rely on our parents to solve our problems anymore; we don’t wait for our children 
to fing solutions. We’ve been granted the privilege of life, we’ve received an education 
based on centuries of knowledge, and the sound support of family, teachers, and 
friends. Now, we are being offered power by the plateful, and it is potent stuff. So 
seize it, share the power and use it, but just don’t deny its existence, and don’t waste 
it. As long as we act with conviction and direction, we keep the power, and we shape 
the world. But I trust in the excellence of this class. The prospect does not frighten me.
